DEMOCRATS DEFEAT 
BOND PROVISIONS 


War Revenue Bill Is Now Ready for 
' Report te Senate. 


WILL COIN THE SEIGNIORAGE 


Greenbacks to the Extent of $150,- 
000,000 Are Provided For. 


THE CORPORATION TAX IS AGREED 10 


Measure Has Undergone So Many 
Changes Its Authors Will Net 


Washington, May 11.—With the exception 
of a few administrative features, the war 
revenue bill is ready for report to the 
senate. This report probably will be made 
temorrow, though consideration of the 
measure will not be begun before Mon- 
day. 

With the assistance of Senator Jones, of 
Nevada, the gemocrats had control of the 
finance committee and adopted 
amendménts, which include a corporation 
tax of one-quarter of 1 per cent, a pro- 
vision for the coinage of the seigniorage, 
and the issuance of $150,000,000 of green- 
backs. The bond provision is eliminated. 

It required only a little more than~ an 
hour for the committee to dispose of the 
democratic amendments. It was soon made 
evident that Senator Jones, of Nevada, 
would vote with the democrats on all their 
amendments and as his vote turned the 
scale against the republicans, they did not 

enter into a stubbern struggle to prevent 
this.. The vote to strike out the bond feat- 
ure stood 6 to 5, as follows: 

Jones, of Arkansas; White, Turpie, Dan- 
iel and Chilton, democrats, and Jonesgunt 
Nevada, silver republican, for ft; and 

Allison, Aldrich, Platt, of Connecticut; 
Wolcott and Burrows, all repwhblicans, 
against it. ) 

Senator Morrill, republican, and Mfr. 
Vest, democrat, were paired—Vest for the 
motion and Morrill against it. 

Same Vote Prevails. 


The amendments for the issuance Of 
greenbacks, the coinage of the silver eign- 
ijorage and the taxation of corpor ions 
were all incorporated by the same vote. 

The democrats changed their rate on 
corporations at the last minute, reducing 
it from one-half to one-quarter ‘of 1 per 
cent. They made this reduction because of 
the uncertainty as to the amount of reve- 
nue the amendment would produce. It was 
the generally expressed opinion that the 
sum would, even at this low percentage, be 
very large, but there was no opportunity 
for even approximating the figure. 

This provision is a very comprehensive 
one. It covers ‘all corporations, with a 
few exceptions, impcsing a tax of one-quar- 
ter of 1 per cent upon the gross receip's. 
The exceptions are charitable, educational, 
religious and eleemosynary institutions and 
etrictly mutual bemefit associations which 
are exempted, the exemption to mutual 
concerns being made so as to include only 
those which loan money to their own mem- 
bers. 

Building and loan associations sere ex- 
empted from the operations of the bill, but 
the house provision dealing with this mat- 
ter was changed, and the language of the 
exemption in the Wilson-Gorman act prac- 
tically substituted for it. 

Beer Tax Disoussed. 
i There was some discussion of the ‘beer 
tax during the day, but it was decided to 
leave the matter as it passed the house, 
with an increase of the rebate from 6 to 
r cent. 
spe provisions in regard to the t: xation 
of bankers and brokers, bills of lading, in- 
heritances, “futures,’’ proprietary medici- 
nal articles, etc, were left: as specially 
fixed. .The house provision for a tax on 
mineral waters. was stricken out entirely. 

There was some general discussion in 
committee of the amount of revenue the 
bill would produce. The estimate of the 
democratic members piaced the amount at 
$150,000,000 from the revenue portion. The 
coinage of the. seignorage would increase 
‘the amount to the extent of $42,000,000 and 
the greenbacks would make the total $342,- 
000,000, or $42,000,000 in excess of Secretary 
Gage’s estimate of the requirements of 
extra revenue to meet first year's expenses 
of the war.

Blun enjoys the distinction of having 
been given the worst throw-down of the 
year. Just how it came about he himself 
does not know, but the whole thing is laid 
at the door of Senator Hanna. 

Blun was confirmed on the Sth. In exe- 
utive session yesterday, Senators Hanna 
and Pritchard asked the senate to reconsid- 
er its actioh, on the ground that the presi- 
dent had sent in Blun’s name by mistake. 
Both of these senators, who have taken an 
interest in Georgia republican affairs, have 
favored the appointment of Doyle. On their 
statement that the president had made a 
mistake in sending in Blun’s name when he 
intended to sendin Doyle’s, the senate re- 
considered its action confirming Blun. 

Doyle’s Name Sent In. 

So far as the reconsideration and with- 
drawal of Blun’s name is concerned, if the 
senate had refused to reconsider, the pres- 
ident could simply have declined to commis- 
sion Blun, and for the senate to refuse 
would have been of. no assistance to him. 
This afternoor Doyle’s name was sent in. 
It is probable that in view of the peculiar 
turn of affairs the senate committee on 
postoffices will look pretty carefully into 
the case before recommending confirmation. 


No One Can Explain. 

Georgia republicans here and Pritchard, 
who brought it about, will give no further 
explanation than that the clerks at the 
executive department, or postoffice depart- 
ment, made a mistake in sending the ap- 
pointment paper containing the name of 
Blun to the president, and that he signed 
it without seeing the mistake. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the reason Blun is 
turned down is that Hanna has no use for 
the lily whites crowd, and sees more 
strength in Doyle than in Blun. At the 
time the appointment of Deveaux was 
agreed upon, between Hanson, represent- 
ing the lily whites, and Judson Lyons, a 
part of the agreement was that Blun, as 
the representative of the Hanson element, 
should get the postoffice. It looks very 
much as if this last turn means that Han- 
son and his “lily whites” have been thrown 
down again. ~ Jos: OHL.

Chickamauga Troops Are Now Enroute 


for Florida Town,

The Park Near Chattaniooga Is Being ~~ 


Prepared for Fifty /Thousand

Arrival Is Now Ex- 
pected. 


Chickamauga National Park, Ga., May 
11}.—General Joseph Wheeler arrived today _ 
and reported to General Brooke for duty. 
It is stated tonight that General Wilsen” 
will report Saturday. There seems to be 
some question as to whether General Les 
is coming to this point, no orders to that 
effect having been received at General 
Brooke’s headquarters. 


Preparations are still going forward at — 


the park for the reception of large bodies 
of men. Wells are being drilled and the 
creeks are being dammed so as to afford 
suitable watertwg places for horses, and 
there is every indication apparent that the 
volunteer army to come here will be large.

The sooner 
this government gets away from the absurd position in which it has been placed 
by some of the official constructions of the Monroe doctrine, the better it will be 
for us, and I believe that the time has now come, By retaining these possessions 
in the Pacific, which will be of such vast aid to us in pushing our commerce, we 
will become in the eyes of the world the power that our wealth and our intelll- 
gence as a nation warrants. We cannot do this, however, without giving up that 
idea of absolute dictatorship in all matters pertaining to the western hemisphere. ’ 
As I have said, that position ts absolutely untenable and it is a source of weak- 
ness rather than a strength, fer misinterpreting the spirit. which inspires it, 
the republics of South America are jealous of us. This jealousy is shown by their 
almost open sympathy with Spain in this conflict..The same sort of jealousy is 
manifested by Purope in an assemed dictatorship. If we go out into the world 
and take outlying possessions, we must give up our toy dictatorship; but we 
will be the gainer in both ways.”’ }

Ringgold, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—At 11:30

What is likely to Pecome one of the 


most effective measures yet devised for. 


the prevefttion’ of commercial fraud has 
lately been enacted by the Ohio state 
legislature, Under the operations of this 
measure, which formally goes into effect 
on November 1, 1898, the practice which 
extensively prevails among insolvent 
debtors of showing special favors to pre- 
ferred creditors will be completely brok- 
en up in that state. 

When the good results which are cer- 
tain to accrue from this reform become 
apparegt, other states will follow the ex- 
ample of Ohio; and since Georgia is 


ynot exempt from the evils which the 


measure is designed to eheck, we hearti- 
ly commend its wisdom to the sober con- 
sideration of our law makers. 

To note briefly the salient features of 
the measure, it provides that every sale, 
transfer, conveyances mortgage or as- 
signment, whether made jn trust or otheT- 
wise, by debtors, every judgment suf- 
fered by them and every actsresorted to 
by them in contemplation of¢insolvency 
for the purpose of preferring. one or 
more creditors, either in whole or in 
part, to the exclusion of other creditors, 
shall be declared void as to the creditors 
of such .débtors, and shall operate to 
transfer all the property of such debtors 
to the, equal benefit all creditors in 
proportion to the amount of their de- 
mands, whether they have reached ma- 
turity or not. Every sale, transfer, con- 
veyance, mortgage or assignment made 
ninety days in advance of the’ filimg of 
any deed of. assignment andggyery judg- 
ment suffered during this period shall, 
under the operations of the measure, be 
deemed conclusively to be fraudulent, 
and shall be declared void, as to the as- 
signee of @uch debtors. 

Of course nothing in the provisions of 
the measure is intended to vitiate or af- 
fect any mortgage made in good faith to 
secure debts or liabilities created simul-. 
taneously with such mortgage, if the 
same is properly recorded under the ex- 
isting laws.

The Fidelity And Casualty will permit its 
policy holders to enlist and they can go into 
camp or join one of the squadrons without 
any extra charge. But if the policy holder 
desires protection against injury or deajh 
in battle, cither on land or sea, he must 
pay a larger premium. 

The policies at normal rates wil cover 
all accidents not the result of battle. 


Insurance authorities say that nations 
are not having a monopoly cf war. Under- 
writing companies are experiencing the 
sensation themselves, Up in New York 
the companies are fighting to the death and 
it will be death for some of the new com- 
panies. 

Rates are considerably demoralized in 
Chicago and at Cleveland companies are 
declaring that they will protect their busi- 
ness at any <¢ost. 


Commissions in St. Louis will probably 
be restricted to 15 and 25 per cent if the 
plans of the lange cities comimittee of the 
union are carried out. 

Although no aiction has been taken rela- 
tive to compensation in Chicago, Cleveland. 
Cincinnati and Louisville, it is likely that 
the same standard wi!! be addpted. 


Cincinnati, May 9.—A. G. Simrall, of 
Covington, speaking for the Covington fire 
Insurance agents on the overhead writing 
being done’ in Kentucky by Cincinnati 
companies, said: “‘The situation ig Coving- 
ton in reference to the alleged overhead 
insurance practiced by certain companies 
is peculiar. Commissioner Comingore ob- 
tained an agreement from all companies 
authorized to do business in Kentucky call- 
ing for the placing of all insurance through 
authorized agents only. These companies 
have strictly but technically complied with 
thig agreement by obtaining dummy agents 
living in Ludlow and Dayton. These agents 
countersign fifty to 100 policies and leave 
them in the office of agents in Cigcinnati, 
where they are issted in a regular way as 
the policies of the Cincinnat! agents. The 
dummy agents receive 5 cents a policy for 
their signatures and the local agents lose 
the gusiness.” 


New York; May 9.—The principal owners 
of the International Registry Company 
have purchdsed control of the National 
Registry Company, and both members of 
the firm of FE.

Of course 
the brilliancy. of our achievement in the 
east is well calculated to intoxicate us, 
and we may shrewdly reason that new 
emergencies beget new doctrines; but ere 
we commit ourselves to"the abandonment 
of our time-honored policy, we must first 
allow oursélves time for mature deliber- 
ation. 

Within the last few days The New 
York World has obtained some interest- 
ing interviews with influential European 
statesmen bearing upon the diSposition 
of the Philippines; and while we are re- 


volving the matter oyer in our minds,. 


we may perhaps be able to derive some 
light from the opinions attributed to 
these statesmen. Sir Charles Dilke, one 
of the leading figures upon the stage of 
Great Britain’s political affairs at this 
time, says that he can seé no reason why 
this country should not retain possession 
of the Philippines, which undeniably be- 
long to us by right of conquest. He 
says that European powers would not 
dare to raise objection to the permanent 
establishment of our control over them, 
unless Great Britain first saw fit to make 
some move in that direction, and that 
we could rely upon it with absolute as- 
surance that Great Britain would never 
interpose the least difficulty in our way. 
If we intend to retain possession of the 
Philippines, Sir Charles, Dilke says that 
we must be prepared to shoulder the 
burden of expenses necessary to keep 
them constantly swpplied with troops. 
He does not think that we should give 
them back to Spain under any circum- 
stances. 

Still another leading statesman of 
Great Britain who undertakes to throw 
some light upon the problems involved 
in the future of the Philippines is Sir 
Henry Howarth, member of parliament. 
This distinguished law-maker is credited 
with the assertion that in view of the 
existing circumstamces, it is wise and 
proper that the United States should re- 
tain possession of the Philippines. He 
says that there is absolutely nothing in 
the law of nations which could fetter the 
United States in its untrammeled free- 
dom in the matter, and that every mem- 
ber of the British parliament with whom 
he has conversed is pronounced in the 
opinion that the United States should 
not give the islands up. He says that 
Spain cannot goverp them, and that the 
opportunity ’to do'so should never be 
restored to her. “If they were handed 
over to Great Britain,” he continues, 
“they would only provoke unnecessary js- 
sues. Such would also be the case_if 
they were handed over to Japan. If 
the United States were to annex them, 
together with Hawaii, that country 
would have two splendid bases, giving it 
immense power in the Pacific, which I 
have always hoped it would achieve in 
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that under the operations of tte measure 
much good will be accomplished toward 


‘eliminating the element of fraud from 


commercial transactions in Ohio, and we 
fee] sure that our law-makers could not 
better subserve the interests of this state 
than by imitating the wisdom of the 
Ohio legislature in adopting some vigor- 
ous and effective measure to prevent dis- 
honest acts and transfers on the part of 
insolvent debtors in this state.

The order has not been counter- 
manded and unless there is a change of 
programme in the’next few days it looks as 
if Georgia volunteers will have to chase 
Spaniards with Georgia guns. 

“I de not think it exactly right,” said 
Colonel Brown to me thig morning, ‘‘to de- 
prive, the state of its equipment. There 
may be severa!] instances in the near fu- 
ture in which the absence of arms in Geor- 
gia might result seriously. As a result of 
the war. several large lumber mills in the 
southern part of the state have closed 
Gown, throwing hundreds of negroes out 
of employment. There is naturally great 
dissatisfaction among these classes, and 
the governor has had numerous letters 
ffom prominent citizens in these sawmill 
districts asking for help in case of an out- 
break. If all the State’s equipment is taken 
to war what could the militia do in such a 
crisis? The government will take charge 
of these volunteers and it seems to me it 
ls the duty of the war department to equip 
them. About 50 .per cent of the men in 
camp are raw recruits. I do not Know 
what will be done with them if hostilities 
should cease. We have exerted every effort 
to secure equipment from Washington, but 
so far have failed completely. £ am un- 
able to understand it. I suppose We will 
have to use the state’s guns.”’ 

Lieutenant Kirkland, of the Eighth in- 
fantry, United States army, takes an en- 
tirely different view of the order. 

“The government has a perfect right,” 
eaid he, “to use the state equf[pment if it 
so desires, as the equipment is the property 
of the government, only having been loan- 
ed to the state militia. Besides the state 
troops are using Springfield mand the regu- 
lars Krag-Jorgensen rifles. I believe the 
former is the better class. This is a Case 
of emergency. The government is trying to 
send an invading army to Cuba with al! 
possible haste and there is no telling when 
these regiments will be ordered out: it 
might take too long to equip them with 
government arms, etc. The state troops 
ought to know anyway that éven if they do 
have to use their own arms, they will get 
much more equipment out of the war than 
they take into it.’’ 

First Deserters of the Camp. 

The news af the desertion of two men, 
who were honorably bound to fight for the 
fiAag, from the volunteer ranks was made 
known this morning. They were members 
of company B, Second regiment, com- 
manded by Captain Van Holt Nash, of Ait- 
lanta, and their names ere W. P. Hum- 
phries and F. L. Holden, both from Stone 
Mountaig. 

Prior te the time of mustering in there 
was only a moral obligation to remain with 
the army. When the men signed the first 
enlistment rolls they understood this and 
were place@ on their honor to remain on 
duty to the last unless called away by un- 
avoidable circumstances. The only differ- 
ence between this desertion, therefore, and 
desertion from the regular army is that 
they cannot now be punished for their of- 
fense, whereas they could have been f£e- 
verely dealt with had they enlisted before 
their departure. = 

Captain Nash and his company arrived 
in camp Monday night. Humphries and 
Holden were detailed for guard duty that 
night and remained at their posts until 
the néxt morning. This seemed to satisfy 
their desire for fight and experience in 
army life. Yesterday morning they noti- 
fied their tentmates they had enough of 
hardtack and were going home. 

At roll call last night they did not an- 
swer to their names. When the men did 
not appear again this morning Sergeant 
W. T. Forbes, Jr., reported the desertion 
tc his captain. They have not been seen 
since, and nothing is known of their where- 
ebouts. Captain Nash is making no effort 
to find them, preferring rather to do his 
fighting without such recruits. Company B 
is one of the very best on the hill, and 
will make a good record during the war. 

Bight half drunken men from the Savan- 
nah contingent attempted to paint Griifin 
a lurid red about 10 o’clock this morning, 
and were promptly arrested by the police 


and detained at the station house. Colonel | 


Brown was notified and conferred with the 
chief of police and mayor of Griffin, secur- 
ing the men’s release. They were conduct- 
ed back to the camp, given a severe lecture 
by their commanding officers, and allowed 
to go free. If they repeat their offense the 
men will be locked in the guardhouse, 
Flags May Not Be Presented. 

Unless a special order is issued to the 
troops the plan of the ladies of the state

from the governor at the suggestion of 
Colonel Lawton. Lieutenant Robert Lee 
Wylie, of Savannah, was appointed to the 
captaincy vacated by Major Hopkins, who 
is one of the most efficient and popular of- 
ficers of the state militia. 

The rain last night played havoc with 
most of the troops. Many a_i yolunteer 
awoke this morning td find his blanket 
and clothes drenched with water. The Ma- 
con volunteers, who arrived yesterday, and 
who were compelled to use shelter tents 
last night, suffered considgrably from the 
downpour, and were forced to take shelter 
in the mess hall before daybreak. There 
are a few bad colds in camp today, but 
beyond this no particular damage was 
done. All the men take a philosophical 
view of the situation, and are hot com- 
plaining. 

One remarkable feature of this encamp- 
ment is the absence of complaint, and ex- 
cellent discipline of the men. It is a great 
tribute to Colonel Brown, one of the ablest 
officers in the United States army, and 
his staff. There have been no fights ond 
with the exception of the men who storm- 
ed Griffin this morning, there has been 
very little disorder of any kind. The vol- 
unteers seem to fully realize they are here 
for busimess and not for child’s play.

breal Movememt of Soldiers Last 
Night Through Atlanta 


QVER 5,000 MEN AND HORSES 


Tralns Go Through Yards All Night and 
Until Morning, 


MOVE FROM CHICKAMAUGA TO TAMPA 


One Regiment of Cavalry Goes to Mo- 
bile—Greatest Shipment That Has 
Yet Been Made Since War 
Began—Texas Cavalry 
To Move. 


BEVERY HOUR LAST NIGHT HEAVY 
trains, having on board soldiers, horses, 
supplies and equipments, were switching 
through the city carrying a small army to- 
ward Cuba that will in a few days. be 
marching through the island on a mission 
of conquest. 

There has never been known such a move- 
ment of men and army necessities, together 
with horses, as was made yesterday. More 
men have marched through Atlanta, but 
the rapid transportation of the trains in 
the night never before happened. 

As early ag 6 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the trains began, and at an early hour this 
morning they continued to pass. Twenty 
trains, composed of nearly 200 cars, made 
the immense traffic possible, and the 
diers, although they slept soundly in pas- 
senger cars as they came through here, 
will soon awake nearer the seat of war 
than they have ever been. 

Fourteen trains over the Western and 
Atlantic railroad and six over the #outh- 
ern were the divisions run. A part of the 
Tenth cavalry, the Sixth cavalry, the third 
cavalry and part of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry were on the cars, Many of the 
soldiers were negroes. 

The six trains over the Southern carried 
the Third cavalry, made up of 66 men and 
thirty-six officers, supplies and equipments. 
These trains were loaded at Chattanooga 
and all day yesterday the men were busy 
placing their animals and equipments on 
the cars. ; 

The first train left there at 6 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon and arrived at 11 o'clock. 
A rapid trip was made. 
was continued until Everett was reached, 
when the trains were transferred to the 
Florida Central and Peninsular. 

A very short stop was made here. The 
trains were quickly switched around on the 
tracks, the engines changed and the move- 
ment taken up again. Mr. Carey, of the 
Southern, accoémpanied the first train to 
Tampa.

‘Train Follows Train. 

The trains followed rapidly after each 
other and the six section8 were soon past 
this city going to the coast. 

Seven of the trains over the Western and 
Atlantic were boarded at Ringgold and 
the ol.ers at Chattanooga. The Sixth 
cavalry came hefe on seven irains and 
contained about #00 men. They were loaded 
at Ringgold yesterday and much hard 
work was done by the men to get the trains 
ready to start a little after midday. 

The trains began to arrive here shortly 
&fter night and continued until morning. 
The trains going to Mobile were trans- 
ferred to the Atlanta and West Point rail- 
road and those going to Tampa went over 
the Central, Georgia Southern and Florida 
and Plant systems, 

The men, after a hard day’s work, were 
glad to remain quiet when Atlanta was 
reached and little activity was seen in the 
cars, as the trains were quickly awitched 
about and. sent on their way. 

Many people marveled at the 'mmeénse 
number of trains and cars that kept pass- 
ing and the failroad men say it is the larg- 
est movement that has yet been made at 
one time since the beginning of the war. 
Nearly 2,000 men were moved in all, and 
as this was nearly all cavalry, cars were 
required to carry the horses. There are a 
small number of soldiers left at Chicka- 
mauga, who may go through Atlanta today 
if the order for them to move comes. 

Texas’ Cavalry Ordered To Move. 

By an order issued from the department 
of the gulf yesterday, all the ‘cavalry in 
Texas has been ordered to move to New 
Orleans. This will make another one of the 
largest movements of troops that has yet 
occurred and New Orleans will be alive 
with the cavalry men from the western 
plains. 

The order takes a troop from Forts 
Brown, Ringgold, McIntosh, Bliss, Clark 
and the headquarters and band from Fort 
Sam Houston. The following is the order: 

“In accordance with instructions from the 
war department, all of the Fifth cavalry 
from posts in the state of Texas will pro- 
ceed without delay to New Orleans, La., 
and report to the general commanding the 
troops at that point.

EXCITING TRIAL IN DOUGLAS. 


In Which Dr. G. W. Gardner Reap- 
pears in an Old Role. 
Douglasville, Ga., May 11.—(Special.)—The 
trial of Dr. G. W. Gardner and W. A. 
Taylor, charged with assault to murder, 

was called this morning. 

The state is represented by Solicitor Gen- 
eral W. T. Roberts, Colonel Tinney Rucker 
ind J. R. Hutcheson. The defendants have 
an able array of counsel in Messrs. Joe 
S. James, W. A. James, B. G. Griggs and 
John V. Edge, all of the Dougilasviile bar. 

It is*said this case has excited more in- 
terest than any case ever tried in Douglas 
county. W. A. Taylor, a citiz@h of some 
wealth and prominence in this county, is 
charged with an awful offense with his 
beautiful young stepdaughter, Miss Maggie 
MeGuire, and attempting to conceal his 
infamy by criminal means by Dr. W. G. 
Gardner, of Atlanta, who has already 
served one term in the penitentiary for a 
similar crime, 

When the case was called a motion was 
made to change the venue, and long affi- 
davits and much testimony was introduced 
to show that the feeling against the de- 
fendants was so strong that they could not 
get a fair trial in this county. It was 
stated that the sheriff felt compelled to 
take Taylor to.Fulton county jail to pre- 
vent his being lynched shortly after the 
committing trial. . 

The state in rebuttal introduced testi- 
mony to show that the defendant was re- 
moved not to prevent a lynching, but be- 
cause Charley McGuire, a brother of the 
young lady, who, bx the way, has many 
prominent relatives in this county, had re- 
turned from Texas, and threatened to kill 
Taylor; also that Taylor was brought back 
to Douglas jail in a few days and no vio- 
lence had been offered him. It was also 
shown that. while there was considerable 
excitement tmmediately after the commis- 
sion of the alleged crime, it had now sub- 
sided to a great extent, although the peo- 
ple ‘still manifested much interest in the 
case. . 

The entire forenoon was consumed in the 
hearing’ of. the motion, which was finally 
overruled by Judge Janes. Most of the af- 
ternoon session was spent in arguments 
on demurrers and a motion to continue the 
case, but the defendants were required to 
go to trial.

STATE MAY ENFORCE ENLISTMENT 


Governor Atkinson Communicates with 
War Department and Georgia Sen- 
ators—Later He Will Confer 
with Secretary of War 
Alger. 


THE ARMS OF THE GEORGIA MILITIA 
wi], within this week, be taken from them 
and the companies will be ineffective for 
any kind of defense. Orders sent out from 
the war department indicate that this will 
be done for the purpose of arming the Geor- 
gia quota in the United States volunteers. 

The officers of the militia do not know 
what effect this will have on the companies, 
but many believe that it will cause the dis- 
bandment of the regiments and the com- 
plete disorganization of the state’s defen- 
sive forces. ‘ 

It will require almost the entire lot of 
arms and equipments now held by the 
militia to furnish the 2,400 soldiers at Grif- 
fin. Many of the arms are defective and 
with these thrown out the remainder will 
be all the Georgia companies possess, 

Acting Adjutant General Erwin is very 
much warried over the outlook and has 
been very energetic to get arms from the 
United States government for the soldiers 
at Griffin. 

Yesterday Governor Atkinson received a 
reply from Senator Clay stating that he 
had secured an engagement with the sec- 
retary and would find out what could be 
done this morning. 

It is thought by the authorities that the 
conference will bé the result of much good 
and by some manner the arms of the state, 
contrary to the orders issued some time ago, 
will be allowed to remain with them. 

These orders not only state that the 
arms Of the militia shall be used to equip 
the raw recruits, but also outlines the 
manner of procedure. One of the orders 
was issued on April 234 and the other on 
May 5th. They are substantially the same. 

Contents of Orders. 

They say that as soon as the first regi- 
ment of United States volunteers is muster- 
ed in the officer in command of the camp 
shall detail a Meutenant as chief ordnance 
Officer. After this the governor of the 
state shall furnish to the ordnance officer 
a complete invoice of the arms and equip- 
ments in the possession of the militia be- 
longing to the government. 

The ordnance officer is then to forward 
to the chief ordnance officer in Washing- 
ton what amaunt of arms the recruits can 
be given from those held by the militia 
and then the chief ordnance officer will 
send blanks and other papers to the chief 
executive Calling for the arma. 

The governor will then make a requisi- 
tion on the captains of companies for the 
arms and they Will be turned over t6 the 
state and finally delivered to the officer in 
command of the regiment of the United 
States volunteers and by him turned over 
to the proper officers for distribution among 
the recruits. 

This is the process outlined In the order 
of the war department to get the state's 
soldiers equipment into the hands of the 
United States soldiers. Unless an order 
is issued countermanding the present order 
now in effect this method will be followed. 
Coloval’ Brown, in command of Camp 
Northen, will appoint his ordnance officer 
this week and in a very few days the de- 
mand upon the militia for a surrender of 
arms will be made. 

The conference between Secretary of War 
Alger and the senators from Georgia may 
change the sitvation. The senators will 
urge upon the secretary the necessity of 
keeping the miiitia tn this state armed and 
will show that by taking away the arms 
nearly every company will be left without 
any guns or equipments, as there are not 
enough in the state notwithstanding the 
fact that there are 4,500 militia. The sena- 
tors will argue that in the southern part 
of the state there is much necessity for 
armed militia and may prevafl to such an 
extent that the arms will not be removed. 

The effect of this upon the militia, should 
the outlined policy be carried out, will 
be disastrous, so the officers say. Colonel 
Candler believes it wilh amount to the 
disbandment of the Fifth regiment, as 
there will be no further necessity for its 
existence, 

What Captains Think. 

The company commanders who yet remain 
in Atlanta think that it will bring about 
an end ef the companies, although they 
say it will be impossible to tell what the 
boys will do as the matter is with them 
after the arms are gone. Some of the men 
said yesterday that they would not attempt 
to keep together the companies, as they are 
not suitable for social organizations. 

The state may here take another move 
and compel the men. to remain enlisted. 
This they can do for many months and 
by that time other arms will be furnished 


| them. The state has control of them and 


will dispose of them in the best way. 
Captain Massey, of the Atlanta Grays, 
said yesterday that he could not say what 
would be the outcome, but, of course, as 
the government owned the equipments there 
would be no reason for refusing to give 
them up.

Lively Scene at the Trial of Two 


U. §, Negro Soldiers 
THEY ASSAULTED A FIREMAN 


Who Lost Self-Control and Stuck a 
Blow in Presence of the Judge. 


PLAIN TALK TO THE WHITE LIEUTENANT 


Negro Sergeant Fined $25—Kept in 
Prison Until Late in the After- 
noon To Prevent Further 
Trouble—Warrant To 
Be Taken Out. 


Smarting from the wounds made by the 
brutal assault of a negro soldier, Fireman 
W. S. Moseley’s indignation got the better 
of him in the police court yesterday after- 
noon and he struck a heavy, swinging blow 
at the negro sergeant, David Brown, who 
was on trial with Corporal H. C. Storey. 

Then, a little later during the investiga- 
_tion, the fireman denounced a statement of 
Lieutenant C. P. Johnson, a white officer, 
as false and but for the watchfulness 
of Police Commissioner W. O. Jones, 
Moseley would have tried hig fist on John- 
son. 

The scene in the recorder’s court was 
exciting, and during the trial a number 
of firemen closed around their comrade 
while the police stood ready to prevent any 
serious outbreak. So high was the feeling 

that (Recorder Calhoun instructed the 
white lieutenant to remain in the court- 
room with the negro corporal, who was 
not fined, until the crowd had passed out, 
and to let the negro sergeant remain be- 
hind the bars until late in the afternoon, 

The negro officers were on trial for an 
assault upon Fireman Moseley. The evi- 
dence was that about 8 o’clock Moseley 
and Sergeant Brown had an altercation 
and the negro spoke grossly insultingly. 

At this the fireman struck the negro sol- 
dier. 

When the Assault Was Made. 

About half-past 8 o’clock the negro ser- 
geant with Corporal Storey and two negro 
barbers were seen together looking for the 
fireman. They found the man they were 
looking for near thé corner of Poplar and 
Peachtree streets and without a word of 
warning the sergeant struck Moseley a 
number of times with a large pistol. The 
first blow was on the back of the head and 
this was followed up with several blows 
on the face and the head. Moseley's face 
plainly showed the effects of the pistol. 
One witness, a gentleman who ts passing 
through Atlanta, described the assault as 
“one of the most brutal he had ever 
seen,”’ 

Five or six witnesses positively identified 
the negroes as the men who made the 
assault, but in the face of this both men 
stood up in the courtroom and flatly de- 
nied any connection with the affair. 

While Moseley was Making his state- 
ment he was asked tf he struck the 
negro in the second difficulty and he re- 
plied with some feeling: 

‘No, I had no chance, and if I did right 
I would strike him now.” 

As he uttered the words he drew back 
his right hand and before any one pres- 
ent was aware of his intention, he made 
a heavy swinging blow at the negro ser- 
geant’s face. The sergeant cleverly ducked 
and retreated in disorder behind a table 
and severai policemen, the Blow grazing 
and landing lightly on his head. 

Lieutenant Johnson asked leave to make 
a statement and he gaid in substanee: 

White Lieutenant to the Stand. 

“This white man here, who doesn’t seem 
to have any respect for the court, gaid 
to me a few minutes ago that he was 
talking to Sergeant Brown about fighting 
the Spaniards and the negro said some- 
thing about whipping the Spaniards like 
they did the rebels in the south, prefixing 
some very objectionable epithets to thé 
remark about southerners. That he knocked 
the negro down, and the assault was made 
upon him afterwards.”’ 

Moseley admitted that this was true, but 
when the lieutenant added that Moseley 
said he “mixed with the negro” the fire- 
man walked close up to the officer and 
said: 

“When you say that you utter what its 
not the truth.”’ 

“Keep back and don’t try the dodge 
on me you tried on the sergeant,” said 
Johnson. 

“Tet me tell you something,” said Fire- 
man Moseley, quietly: ‘‘it isn’t in you to 
biuff me, the cut of your eye isn’t right to 
let you do it.”’ 

It was apparent that the fireman was 
about to treat the lIfeutenant as he had 
done his negro sergeant, and he would 
probably have done so if Police Commis- 
sioner Jones had-not cautioned him. 

“You can’t make me lose my respect for 
this sourt,Y replied the lieutenant. “I 
am a southern born man, a Virginian, and 
I expect to get justice for this man, 
though his skin be as black as pitch.’ 

“I will see that justice ie done in this 
court,” said the recorder. 

When called on for a statement both 
negroes denied knowing anything about a 
fight and said if there had been a difficulty 
they were not in it. In the face of this 
the lieutenant stated that these were the 
orly negro soldiers in Atlanta, and they 
were with him at the recruiting station en- 
listing negroes for the regular army. 

Decision of the Recorder. | 

Recorder Calhoun said he did not think 
the negro soldier had the right to assault 
the wyrere Wye he had done and the evi- 
attack. 
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courtroom surrounded by several negroes, 
and the recorder said to Lieutenant John- 
gon: 

“I think it ig advisable for you to call 
that soldier back and keep him here a 
few minutes; and I would also let the ser- 
geant stay fn the prison until late in the 
afternoon.” 

A warrant was sworn out last night 
charging the sergeant 
intent to murder.

There ain't any use to tell me I dom’t 
see the ghost,” said the lunatic last even- 
ing, “for I have passed it dozens of times 
I saw it this afternoon. It has hollow eyes 
and the grinning teeth are always showing 
The blood is flowing from a terrible wound 
where the murderer Stuck in the knife.”

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COTTON COMPRESS | 
MEN MEBT TODAY 


They Come to Atlanta To Change the 
Shape of the Bale. 


MANY DELEGATES ARE HERE 


Alabama and Georgia Will Be Well 
Represented This Morning. 


MOVEMENT IS ONE OF MUCH IMPORTANCE 


Complaint Is Made That Present Shape 
.of the Cotton Bale Is Too Bulky 
and Difficult To Handle. 


HE cotton compress men of Georgia 
and Alabema will meet today in this 
city for the purpose of organizing an 
association, which will have for its object 
the changing of the size of the cotton bale. 
A large number of promincnt and influen- 
tial compress men ‘rom all portions of the 
two states arrived im the city yesterday and 
last night and are r2gistered at the hotels. 
The movement has been on foot for some 
time, but it has been kept very quiet and 
few knew of it. The movement is in line 
with the recent action of the Texas com- 
press men and is caused by the general dis- 
satisfaction throughout the country ower 
the present size and condition of the cotton 


bale. 

The dissatisfaction is general throughout 
the country, although Texas ws the first 
to move, and it is probable that after Geor- 
gia and Alabama compress men have agted, 
other states will make a gimilarechange. It 
is claimed that the cotton as it is now 
packed is ragged, loosely packed and with- 
out the bigh degree of density from a ship- 


ping standpoint. 

The size is also a cause of dissatisfac- 
tion. The lack of uniform size is also a 
cause of dissatisfaction. Cotton bales at 
present vaty from fifty tnches to seventy- 
two inches in length and from twenty-six 
inches to thirty-four inches in width. The 
weight varies from 400 pounds to $0 pounds. 
The compress men say the“bales are not 
well covered by the bagging, which greatly 
increases the rates for imsurance against 
fire and country damage. 

The compress men and ginners of Texas, 
impelied by the general demand for im- 
provement of the cotton bale, recently made 
experiments with bales packed in gin boxes 
of various sizes and found that the size 
which furnishes a bale more nearly meeting 
all requirements was that made in gin boxes 
fifty-four inches long ang twenty-four inch- 
es wide. 

One hundred bales formed in boxes of this 
size were taken by one of the Waco com- 
presses and pressed at. the ordinary speed. 
They then showed the remarkable average 
density of thirty-nine and one-half pounds 
to the cubic foot, as against twenty-two 
and one-half pounds to the cubic in foot, the 
standard demanded by maritime assoctia- 
tions of New Orleans and Galveston. 

These 100 bales, weighing 56,720 pounds, 
were placed in a standard box car, proving 
a record breaker in the cotton shipping bus- 
iness. When taken to Galveston for ex- 
port the steamship agent, to whom the 
owners applied for rates; said that while 
-the rates for cotton compressed in the ordi- 
nary way was on that day 46 cents to 
Havre and 37 cents to Liverpool, he would, 
on account of the greater density of this 
lot, ship it to Havre at 28 cents and to Liv- 
erpool at 23% cents. 

It is claimed that in addition to the sav- 
ing in freight rates which will in the end 
inure to the benefit of the farmers, cotton 
bales of this size can be so thoroughly 
covered and protected by the bagging as to 
reduce the insurance rates. As a result 
of the experiments in Texas, the Interior 
Compress Association of Texas and the In- 
terior Cotton Buyers’ Association of Texas, 
adopted the twenty-four by fifty-four inch 
bale as the standard, and resolved to do all 
in their power to have the ginners through- 
out the state change their gin boxes to 
conform to this standard. 

A number of county and district ginners 
association have adopted the standard bale, 
the members agreeing to change their 
boxes, and last week the state Ginners’ As- 
sociation adopted resolutions making the 
twenty-four by fifty-four inch bale the 
standard.
